THE GALLOWS. 


Some Reasons tor Restoring 
the Gallows in Wisconsin. 


HOIT It W ill Lenten Murder* and 
Prevent Mob Violence. 


T he History o f G reat Murders 
In T h is b la te . 


A n A b le A r g u m e n t b y l i o n . S . L. A*Ord 
In t h e A s s e m b ly . 


The Assembly having under considera 
tion on the 24tli of February Bill No. Ill 
A , a bill to restore capital punishment. 
Dr Lord, member from EJgerton, said: 
Mr. S peaker: The bill under consid­ 
eration is one of Creal moment, and one ii* 
which every citizen of this great coutnoL 
W ealth hat* a deep intercut. 
As a mein bet 
of this Assembly I enter upon its discussion 
in no spirit ot vindictiveness, but with a 
desire mat the best interests ot the Slate 
may be subserved, whether this bill be­ 
comes a part of our statute or does not. 
The increase of murder in our commun­ 
ity has led thinking men to pause aud 
consider what is to be doue to check thi> 
flood of crime, wuich Is sweeping over our 
country 
Goo homicide a mo th tor the 
last eighteen months is appalling, ana 
startles ail sober men, and the question 
comes home to all ot as, is the present law 
adequate to protect our people and deter 
from the perpetration of this great crime 
against human life ? 
The State ol VV isconsin is a model OI 
charity and humanity, as is exhibited in 
her public and private institutions for the 
care and education of her unfortunates, 
but she cannot, without Injury to herself, 
allow this carnage of blood to go on until 
she acquires the reputation of Mississippi 
or Texas. 
Mr. Speaker, The delegates in this cham 
ber from Rock county have presented a 
bill to this Legislature, differing but little 
from our present code, and ask tor it a 
calm consideration. And, sir, we believe 
that if this bill is engrafted into our stat­ 
utes that it will not only deter from the 
commission of murder, but will give euch 
security against illegal associations of men, 
as to save U9 from the stigma and disgrace 
ol mob lawj or vigilance committees. Lafe 
imprisonment fails as deterrent and tails 
to give security against murder to the 
extent 
claimed by 
its 
advocates. 
The 
sentiment 
upon 
this 
subject 
has undergone a great change within the 
last few years, not only in this but otner 
States and countries, and the belief has 
become general, that a change in oar pen­ 
al law, is necessary to check the increase 
of this offence against life aud society. 
It is asserted upon good authority that 
Wisconsin has averaged one homicide per 
month for the last eighteen months, and 
six rn lour months ending January 1st, 
1880. A condition 
of things not only 
alarming as concerns toe security ot mutu 
a1 life, but disgraceful to our blate, and the 
civilization of the age. 
Tim feeling has culminated in Southern 
Wisconsin, and some of its members came 
here under instructions not only from 
nominating conventions, but from Boards 
of county supervisors. 
Rock county has 
been the theatre ot three murders within 
sixteen months, but only one of these com­ 
mitted by citizens. These murders nave 
been ot the most atrocious, wiillul, and 
inexcusable in the history of crime, bir, 
we are heartily sick of this state ot affairs, 
this reign ot terror aud b,ood, while we 
claim as much intelligence, morality, and 
and civilization as our neighbors, our coun­ 
ty is unfortunate in being the theatre of 
ot so much crime. 
Mr. Speaker, before entering upon a 
discussion ut the bill before this bouse, 
permit me in a few words to lay bciore y ou 
a brief summary of the three murder* 
which occurred in my district. It is to fe 
presumed that the members of tbl9 Assem­ 
bly are but poorly acquainted with the 
facts. The first ot these the Mack-D ck 
erson murder, occurred in the tow n o t 
Turtle o n the IJ th day ut July, 1878.

Clous than any other in ihc a n n a ls of ct line 
in this country. This beautiful boy ol live 
summers was forced or azured into an un 
frequented baru, used ooly in the winier 
for the protection of sheep, and with his 
hands tied behind him, he was hung by 
the nick to a beam, his head cut so nearly 
off', that only the spinetmd its integuments 
suspended the body. Then, as though the 
fiend had not sufficiently mutilated this 
innocent child, he, according to his c o n ­ 
fession. cut him down and deliberately 
ripped open the bloodless and lifeless 
corpse of his unoffending victim. Then 
tinging the body under the manger, and 
covering it with straw, he stole a hor*e and 
attempted to escape out of the country. 
This fearful crime was cummittcd to pre­ 
vent the exposure of another, of which the 
murdered boy was cogniztnt 
The bloodless, lifeless body was found. 
Who can picture the dreadful anguish of 
mother and lather, over the mutilated re­ 
mains of that only and Idolized son. 
That beautiful child h ad.ee Here J pn him, 
all the hopes of an indulgent father, and aa 
affectionate mother. Amiable as he was 
beautiful, he was the delight of that home, 
and a general favorite with all who knew 
him. 
Go, Mr. Speaker, with me to that quiet, 
happy, home, overlooking the river that 
drains these lakes, and see that family of 
four, the lather an industrious, frugal and 
intelligent farmer, the mother an industri­ 
ous, and happy housewife, a daughter just 
blooming into womanhood, 
and little 
bandy, of five summers. 
No happier 
family in all our borders. But on that 
fetal 23 J of September, the light went out 
of that household, and by the hand of un 
assassin a blow was inflicted lrom which 
it can never recover, btrong men wept, 
and went their way with bated wrath. 
But sympathy, and indignation could not 
restore the dear boy alive to the arms of 
that mother. The whole 
country w»s 
aroused, and upon the alert ior the capture 
ol the incarnate fiend, lie was captured 
out on the Wisconsin river, as he Was 
fleeing (rom the scene of his dreadful crime. 
Ills first demand after airest was “bend me 
to Waupun ; I do not want to behung/ 
Hie first tbougfit was oi escape, and the 
next of death. He was brought back and, 
atter transportation from p rison lo prison 
for a few weeks. wa9 taken into court, 
plead guilty, and was sentenced under our

to him, in obedience to the sickly s c lIi- 
mentaJum of the age. Upon the heels of 
this tragedy, and within sixty days, came 
the atrocious murder at Milton. 
Wheu darkness covered all nature. Fe- 
gariy met his death at the hands o f Chria- 
liar::*en. 
Returning to his home from 


Janesville, where he had been on business, 
he was a*sa* ted by the murderer, who, ac­ 
cording to i.is c. jutensions, had been en­ 
gaged in unlawful tuiimacy with his wile; 
his fit a1 was crushed by an ax, the body 
carried upon the shoulders of Christiansen, 
across fields an I over fences, and deposited 
between two straw stacks, which were set 
on fire with the Intention of wiping oat all 
traces of the crime. “But murder will out.” 
The burning straw led to an investigation, 
HLd the charred remains of the one-legged 
peddler were found. The victim’s wooden 
leg was economized as fuel to cook the 
breakins! of the lecherous couple. Chris­ 
tiansen and Mrs. Fogarty were arrested. 
The former plead guilty, and w&9 sentenced 
to States Prison ; Mrs. Fogart? is in jail 
^waiting her trial. 
Christiansen s earnest 
request upon arrest was, to be sent to 
Waupun,—he did not wish to be hnog. His 
request was granted, and he is now indite 
mg epistles of love to dear Mrs. Fogarty 
so envied this chapter in the drama ot 
plack and oaruolng deeds. No wonder that 
the people are uneasy and clamorous for 
a change ; no wonder tnat boutfiern Wis­ 
consin demands protection against this 
dood ot crime. 
bir, at the lime of these murders follow­ 
ing in such rapid succession, could you 
nave eccu as I dei. the temper of the peo­ 
ple ut Jefferson, Rock, aud Dane counties, 
> ou would ti eve also seen a fixed deiermi 
tat iou on the part of a multitude, to 
change the existing order of things even if 
illegal measures had to be the resort. Old 
ait u huug their heads; youug men were 
ready for violence; s.iDer men, while ask­ 
ing wn-re, aud when tms thing woald 
end, counseled prudence, in the hope and 
i<aitti that this Legislature would alter 
our statutes, so that in cases of wilful pre­ 
meditated murder, the culprit might re­ 
ceive his just de*erte, and save Wisconsin 
from rn >b violence or lyoch law. 
The 
delegates from Rock county were instruct­ 
ed by the supervisory board of that county 
to use all honorable means tor the passage 
if a law imposing capital punishment for 
murder in the first degree, or in certain 
cases. 
Accordingly, Mr. Speaker, th is bill, which 
we consider just, sale aud expedient, was 
introduced in the belief that this Legisla­ 
ture. in 't* wisdom, woald engraft it into 
the statutes ot our noble and magnanimous 
State. The bill uuder consideration con­ 
tains the same provisions, for the punish­ 
ment of wilful, or premeditated murder as 
the statutes ot our sister states illinois aud 
Iowa. By some the law of New York cr 
Massachusetts 
would 
have 
been 
preferred, but 
the 
members having 
the matter in charge, after due considera 
lion came to the conclusion that the bill 
now bciore this House would resume some 
of the objections raised against capital 
punishment. 
It differs from our prt sent code in this, 
that the jury may, ii they think proper, 
a-sess the death penalty 
By the terms of 
the bill the accused tried by a jury of his 
peers will have every advantage of a doubt, 
and guided by the law aud evidence ii 
aDy possible doubt of his guilt or sanity 
exists, it is in the province ot the jury to 
assess imprisonment instead of death. But 
as in the cases of Baumgarten and Chris­ 
tiansen where the evidence was indisputa­ 
ble, it would be their duty to assess the 
penalty oi death, it the prisoner pleads 
guilty, to the charge of murder, in the first 
degree, it becomes the duty of the Court 
to fix the penalty. 
T hus no insane or innocent person's 
life is placed in jeoardy by the provisions 
of this bill. Everything Is in the hands of 
the jury, unless the prisoner enters a plea 
of guilt. 
« 
Again the 
objection 
to public ex­ 
ecutions 
is 
obviated 
by 
this 
bill, as it provides, no person shall be pres 
cot except the Sheriff and bis deputies. 
the Judge, prosecuting attorney, clerk oi 
court, two physicians, twelve reporters, 
citizens and such chaplics as prisoner re­ 
quests, and relatives oi criminals over 21 
years of age.

Mayberry confessed, before being 
lynched in 1831, that be folio wed the cattle 
dealer, from Rockford to Janesville, tor 
if he murdered him in Illinois, he would 
be executed, but would be sale in Wiscon­ 
sin, as the death penalty in Ibis blate had 
been repealed only a few months before 
It is an invariable rule that culprits con­ 
demned to die, seek a new trial, or 
commutation 
ot sentence to imprison­ 
ment. 
No one condemned to prison ever seeks 
its commutation lo the penalty of death. 
All tuat friend!, money, counsel, or in­ 
trigue can do, is brought to bear upon the 
Coart, and executive, tor a new trial, com­ 
mutation or reprieve. Anything to prolong 
tile. 
Imprisonment is a farce, as the majority 
of (fie inmates of our penitentiary are bet­ 
ter clothed, fed, ana lodged, than when at 
liberty. Mr ll 
. sentenced for murder, 
said to a visitor at the Waupun prison, a 
few days since, •‘This is our world, we are 
happy, and will get aloDg finely it yon out 
side barbarians will keep away from tis." 
With good living, and only a moderate 
amount of labor, it is not strange that our 
prison has but little terror for the criminal 
Class. 
bir, this is no fiction but veritable truth. 
But to go back to the death penalty as a 
deterrent of murder . Ct is evidenced by the 
fact that the blate of low* reenacted it in 
two years after its repeal in that State 
New York did the e*me, and I have a letter 
from the Attorney General of Maiae, sav­ 
ing that capital punishment was repealed 
in that blate in 18,‘JO, (50 years ago) 
and 
he 
thought 
it 
won! I 
be 
reenacted by the Legislature of mis win­ 
ter. Ai tempts have been made in many 
of the States to repeal the law, but they 
have proved fruitless. Vermont made the 
experiment, but latterly bas been compel­ 
led to resort to haugiog. New Hampshire 
had the question of repeal before its Leg­ 
islature last summer, but the bill was de­ 
feated by a two thirds vote, and tho Gov­ 
ernor writes me. “ We would soooer impose 
death for murder in the second degree 
than abandon it for murder io the first 
degree. 
The sentiment in the other 
Stales is uniform in favor of the law. In 
Europe the same sentiment prevails, except 
among Socialists and Communists, who 


would open the prison doors, as was done 
in the last Frc -ch Revolution. 
Many of 
the Cantons, of Switzerland, repealed the 
law a few years ago, but have lately re­ 
enacted it. 
Mr. bpeaker, It will be urged as an ar­ 
gument against the pending bill, that in 
the metropolitan cities ot New York and 
Chicago, murder is rife, and that life is 
unsafe. My reply, sir, to this is that the 
fault is not to the law but In the courts 
and juries. The fault Is not in the law bat 
in its administration, lf those elected to 
administer the law connive with the guilty 
it is not the fault of the statutes, but the 
executions. It courts and jurors consort 
with felons, if courts and jurors owe their 
places on the bench or in the box to the 
rough element ot large cities it is the fault 
of the better citizens or our system ot fran­ 
chise. 
With courts constituted in the 
interest of rogues and felons, justice is 
cheated and the law becomes a farce, 
borne of us remember the early history ot 
ban Francisco, when courts anji cutthroats 
swung from the same gallows, and the 
moral atmosphere of that city became 
healthier. For many years lite and prop • 
erty were as secure in California as lu any 
blate of the Colon. 
That Committee of 
batety was a terror to evil doers. 
Outside ot our metropolitan cities the 
death penalty is enforced, and murder is tar 
le*9 frequent. 
Mr. bpeaker, it will be denied that Gov­ 
ernment bas the right to take life in return 
tor murder, as a protection co its citizens 
or as a determent of murder. Some of the 
opponent* of the law go so far as to assert 
that men have not the moral right of self- 
defense, and that Governments should not 
war against invasion or rebellion. We 
think that our Government has the right 
to repel invasion, subdue rebellion and 
enforce its laws lf it is at the cost of the 
last man and the last dollar. Courts en­ 
force their mandates even at the sacrifice 
of life if resisted. It is a law reaching 
from the first social organization of mao, 
away down through the ages to the pres­ 
ent lime that the life of the citizen may bu 
sacrificed to the public good. Govern­ 
ments have always exercised the preroga­ 
tive ot human sacrifice tor the public de­ 
fense, against foes without and traitors 
within. Without this all civilized Gov­ 
ernment would cease. Our war against 
the great Rebellion wa9 fought at a cost of 
330,000 human lives, to insure the integ­ 
rity of the Union. 
Will anybody to-day 
say the sacrifice was not justified. Our 
State has the power, and who will have 
the cowardice to deny it, the right to place 
your life and mine, Sir, in the scale against 
insurrection, not on resistance to law 
Sheriffs have the power under the stat 
utes to command us as a posse commitatus 
' to enforce the mandates ot the courts, or 
J in the suppression of disorder, though our 
lives may be placed in jeopardy thereby 
Our soldiery is sent onto the frontier, and 
while our troops are exposed to the arrows, 
bullets and scalping knives of the enemy, 
we as punishment and as a determent, 
slaughter the red men. There is scarcity 
an 
opponent 
of 
this 
bill, 
Mr 
bpeaker, 
that 
will 
not 
endorse 
this course of the government, but sir. is 
the white savage less culpable, than the 
ignorant red man, who may be ayengiug 
the wrongs of his race ? 
We cry out tor 
the lite the Iodlan warrior who steeps his 
hands in the blood of our men, women and 
children, on the irontier settlements, but 
hold up our minds in holy horror, at sug­ 
gestion that intelligent white men, guilty 
of wilful murder, premeditated murder 
should be adequately punished. If our na 
Hon can sacrifice life In self defence, if our 
blate can sacrifice lit in subduing msuerec- 
tions or In the enforcement of law, it has 
power, and the right as a matter of public 
policy, to punish with death under the 
provisions of this bill. 
That the b ate bas 
thai right is beyond successful cjntradic - 
lion.

No matter how well organize 
a vigilance committee may be, the fury, 
aud passion of the hour are extrern ly ha­ 
ul lead to the sacrifice of the innocent, 
even if an attempt be man bv a self consti­ 
tuted jury to do justice to a prisoner. 
bir, under the reign of to. 
organ'zi 
tio a, no man is safe against tbe intrigues 
of his i Demies, and 
while the deserving 
may escipe, the lQLOCent may gull- r. 
i 
think many illegal executions, perhaps 
some ot them at munceut alen, within thr­ 
u st few year*, have am en Lorn the D u ty 
of law, inadequacy ot punishm ent, clem • 
eucy ol jurors, and the easew itn winch 
pardons are obtained, 
b atlstics show I h it 
there were 102 legal aud 74 illegal t x-co 
tions id this country during the year 1870, 
and Eternity only will disclose Ii >w many 
of the 74 illegally bUDg were innocent of 
crime. Many of the best minds of the 
country favor the death penalty in our 
blate tor the certain effect U will have in 
giving security against mob violence, and 
thereby save us from humiliation aud m er­ 
ited disgrace, and perhaps innocent men 
from unm erited death. 
It is better that tea guilty men suffer th« 
penalty under tbe law, than that one be 
sacrificed to public clamor. To one of these 
alternatives we must come. It will be ob­ 
jected that lyoch law provides in states 
where the statutes impose the death pen­ 
alty for murder. Grant it, and I answer 
the law is not enforced. When the time 
comes that intelligent reading men fill the 
jury box, and are not excluded for reading 
the enrrent news of the day ; 
when the 
pardoning power is brought within healthy 
limits; when murderers are properly pun­ 
ished ; when the ide ot the innocent vic­ 
tim is held more sacred than that of tbe 
assassin ; then, will illegal executions cea*e, 
and not before. 
And thinking men in this House will not 
be long in deciding this question. 
We ask this Legislature t i put its seal 
oi approbation upon this hill, by making it 
a part of our c o d e; and thereby give se­ 
curity to life and save our civilization from 
the odism of lynch law. 
I have endeavored to establish the fact 
that imprisonment for homicide fails to 
deter. 
That tbe State has the right to impose 
the death penalty. 
That the death penalty dojs deter from 
murder. 
And that it is expedient for the State to 
pass this bill. 
Sir, in conclusion it has been said by an 
able writer that the arguments against cap­ 
ital punishment flourishes o^ly in the 
fertile soil ot rhetoric* Mercy is a noble 
and melodious theme, and christian charity 
it set to the music of plaintive rhetoric 
allures the ear with its sublime charms. 
But the question of throwing away human 
life, and society the 
safeguards 
which 
their interests and the highest counsels of 
humanity demand, Is too stern a question 
for simple rhym. It it a dreadful thing 
to take human life in me fulfilment of this 
law, bat it is vastly more dreadful to allow 
human life to be sacrificed by the hand of 
passion. Mercy and charity are virtues 
lo whose blessings the innocent have some 
share. 
Crime is to be punished and not pension­ 
ed. 
When voting upon the passage of this 
bill under consideration, may the gentle­ 
men of this Assembly consider that the 
blood of hundreds cry to them to erect a 
law which will protect the 
citizens of 
Wisconsin.from assassination.
